Canadian Officials Take Extraordi-

Sherbrooke, Quebec—Extraordinary 
precautions to prevent the escape of 
Harry K. Thaw have been ordered by 
the Canadian immigration department 
and J. H. La Force, governor of the 
Sherbrooke jail. The officials are 
afraid that he will make an attempt 
to flee or that he will be snatched from 
officers of the law. 

As a result stringent rules have been 
promulgated and the guard over the 
lunatic slayer doubled. Up to Sunday 
Thaw had eaten his meals in privacy, 
but beginning with breakfast Sunday 
morning a jail turnkey sat with the 
prisoner until he had finished cating 
and all the dishes had been removed.

“‘T would rather go to jail than deny 
any statement that Lola may make on 
the witness stand. She is a good girl 
and has treated me right. 1 will not 
attempt to dispute anything she may 
say on the witness stand against me, 
Lola has been fair with me and J will 
be fair with her. I will not deny my 


He watched Thaw's every move and 
was careful to see that the prisoner 
did not secrete either a knife, fork or 
spoon. 

“It is almost as bad as Matteawan,’’ 
said Thaw in a voluble protest that he 
made this afternoon to Governor La 
Force, ‘‘but I suppose I’ll have to 
endure it.’’ 


“I’m afraid you will,’’ was the jail 
chief’s reply. ‘‘Well, I faced the 
death chair twice,’’ said Thaw. ‘‘why 


should I worry about going back to 
Matteawan.”’

We in- 
tend to show that Miss Norris joined 
the party to escape a public scandal in 
Sacramento, which she feared as a re- 
sult of her affair with Camineiii."’

Miss Norris is in striking contrast to 
that of Diggs toward Miss Marcia War- 
rington.:..Diggs made every attempt 
to impeach the testimony of the girl, 
and insisted that she induced him to 
take her on the trip that brought about 
the Diggs-Caminetti scandal.

Military Commanders 
in Mexico 


Rebels and Federals Must Guard | 


United States Citizens From Vio- 
lence or Pay Penalty 


Mexicu City- -President Wilson’s rep 
resentative John Lind, left the Mexi- 
can capital Tuesday to return to Wash- 
ington. His mission to hasten peace 
in Mexico was a failure. 

The demands carried_by Lind, which 
contained the distinguished considera- 
tion and esteem of the president, were 
as follows: 

1—That there must be an armistice. 

2—That there must be an honest and 
fair election by which all tactions must 
abide. 

3—That Huerta must not be a candi- 
date at such election. 

Washington—Curt warning to both 
the Huerta and Constitutionalist com- 
manders at La Boquilla, Chihushua, 
Mexico, that the United States will 
hold them personally responsible for 
any violence against Americans by 
“fanyone claiming civil or military 
authority,’’ was sent by Secretary 
Bryan through, American Consul 
Letcher at Chihuahua City. Bryan in- 
structed Mr. Letcher to dispatch his 
mesegage to La Boquilla by courier and 
secure an answer. His action was in 
response to a request by Senator Pen- 
rose for action to protect S, C. Hule, 
Chief Engineer Fuller and other Amer- 
icans in the plant of the Mexican 
Northern Power and Irrigation Com- 
pany. 


Secretary Bryan’s telegram follows: 


“Information having been received 
by this government that threats of vio- 
lence and death have been made 
against Fuller, Hulse and others at La 
this government deems it 
proper to say that if any violence is 
visited 
or elsewhere by anyone claiming civil 
miiitary authority, the United 
States will hold personally responsible 
the perpetrators thereof. — 

“Courier should ascertain condition 
of all foreigners at La Boquilla and re- 
port with reply the officer in charge 
makes to this government’s message.”’ 

The reference to the protection of 
American citizens ‘‘elsewhere’’ was 
taken as indicative of the attitude of 
the United States in the protection of 
Americans wherever their safety is 
threatened.

Dynamiters Make Attempt 
on Life of Mayor Gaynor 


New York—A deadly charge of 
dynamite—tnree whole 10-inch sticks 
and two halves, with a fuse and de- 
tonator, was discovered near Mayor 
Gaynor’s office windows in the city 
hall. The bureau of combustibles 
found that the explosive was 40 per 
cent dynamite, the regulation blasting 
proportion, and the quantity found 
would, if exploded, have wrecked the 
city hall. 

The mayor was in his office when 
was seen by a citizen passing through 
city hall park. Mr. Gaynor evinced 
little interest when told of +he ex- 
plosive’s proximity and remained ap 
parently undisturbed at his desk while 
the police officials hurriedly drew a 


cordon about the dynamite to keep 
back an excited crowd. 
Mr. Gaynor’ frequently receives 


threatening letters. It is just three 
years ago this month that he was shot 
in the neck by a so-called crank and so 
badly wounded that for several days it 
was feared he wouid die. 


Sheriff Refuses to Fatorce 
Law Against Wife Beater 


Klamath Falls, Or.—Sheriff Charles 
Low declared that he would refuse to 
administer a whipping to William Pew, 
who was convicted of wife-beating be- 
fore Justice kK. W. Gowen and sen- 
tenced to receive 15 lashes. 

Upon being informed that Justice 
Gowen had threatened to institute con- 
tempt proceedings if the orders of the 
court were not executed, Low said he 
would serve aterm in jail before he 
would use the lash on Pew. 

The sentence imposed upon Pew is 
the first application of the Oregon 
whipping law outside of Portland. 


English Actors Put ‘fis 
on Pugilist Jack Johnson 


London—The engagement cf Jack 
Johnson, the American heavy weight 
pugilist, by a London music hall was 
condemned at a meeting of the Variety 
Artists’ Federation. A resolution was 
adopted characterizing the engagement 
of Johnson as a violation of public 
decency. 

Hostility to the negro boxer’s ap- 
pearance on the stage is gathering 
momentum, and it seems likely that 
his engagement will be canceled.

MIXING THE GRIDDLE CAKES

Whole Secret of Success Probably Is | 


In Preparation of the Delectable 
Mixture, 

When you wish to try a recipe for 
griddle cakes which reads “add flour 
Ontil the right eonsistency,” the fol- 

wing suggestions will help you to 
determine how much should be used: 


If a spoonful of the batter can be | 


dropped into the bowl containing the 
mixture and it Hes on the surface tn 
& smooth heap and only gradually 
sinks, the mixture is of the right con- 
sistency. If it Hes in a heap but has 
stiff, ragged edges, it needs 
wetting. Measure the flour (sifted) 
by the cupful, put it in carefully, and 
when you have the right quantity 
write the exact measure in your re- 
cipe and thenceforward you will not 
need to experiment, 

Let griddle cake batter stand five 
minutes before frying cakes, 

Sour milk is best for griddle cakes. 

Bread flour is preforable to use tn 
recipes calling for yeast; pastry flour 
{s recommended for combination with 
baking powder. 

Muffins and griddle cakes should be 


made light and tender by thorough | 


beating and the use of butter or 
cream, not by a number of eggs, which 
toughen the batter, 

Grease the griddle by rubbing over 
{t a plece of salt pork when hot, then 
quickly pour on the batter.

Mildew stains can very often be re- 
moved quite successfully in the follow- 
ing way: Mix a small quantity of soft 
soap with the same proportion of pow- 
dered starch and salt and the juice of 
a lemon. Apply this mixture to both 
sides of the stain with a small brush, 
and, if possible, let the article lie on 
the grass all day and night until the 
stains have quite disappeared. Then 
wash it {n the usual way. 

Soiled lingerie parasols will respond 
to a good scrubbing of soap and wa- 
ter with a soft brush. Rinse thor- 
oughly after they have been scrubbed 
clean. 

A good way to bleach handker 
cliefs, when it is not convenient to

Lords of Language. 

It was \Wilde’s proudest boast that 
he was “a lord of language,” and no 
one can read “De Profundis” without 
paying homage to his verbal mastery. 
Yet, as one greater than he—Walter 
Pater—he wrote English as if it were 
a dead language. This deadness was 
common characteristic of the period. 
One doubts if a craftsmanship so re- 
liberate as that of Pater and Wilde 
(and one must reluctantly include R. 
L. 3. in this category, however, far 
removed from it he {s otherwise) can 
produce anything but dead lovelli- 
ness. 
One need only to contrast the style 
of Defoe, of Swift, or to come to mod- 
ern times, of Balzac in France and 
Mark Rutherford in England, with the 
style of Pater or Stevenson to realize 
the truth of it. Stevenson’s style is 
the garment of his thought—a perfect- 
ly wrought garment of ceaseless fit, 
but still only a dead incasement; the 
style of Balzac and Mark Rutherford 
is the very flesh of their thought, and 
it belongs to life even more than to 
literature.—Boston Transcript.

CO-OPERATIVE LAND BANK. 


California will be the first state 
inthe Union to establish a state- 
farmers’ co-operative latid 
bank, modeled on the broad, con- 
structive lines that have made simi- 
lar institutions through Italy and 
the co-operative land bank of Ger- 
many and Austria such helpful 
sources of financial aid to all men 
‘who derive their living from the 
soil.~ Should the plans now under 
way in San Francisco prove success- 
ful, then the clock will have struck 
in California for the village usurer. 
Never again will farmers have to 
pay froni roto rs per cent for the 
needful money to finance legitimate 
business. Six per cent is to be the 
maximum rate that can be charged 
to any aud every borrower under 
the proposed charter of this new co- 
operative institution in any state. 
Under the federal plan, formu- 
lated by Harold L. Mack the Cali- 
fornia rancher will actually finance 
his own pecuniary needs, backed 
by a strong central institution, pos- 
sessed of $2,500,000 of actually 
subscribed capital of $10,000,000, 
so that as the institution grows in 
usefulness, sufficient funds may be 
forthcoming to encompass the whole 
state with a chain. of farmers’ co- 
operative banks. 


THE MIDDLE MAN’S PROFIT. 


White, stiff, straw hats with flat 
crown and band, the kind that 
costs the individual a dollar or two, 
are sold to the government for just 
16 cents each. These are not sec- 
ond hand hats, but brand new just 
from the factory. Men’s black felt 
hats are purchased for 30 cents 
each. 

A 25 percent general saving has 
been reported by the government 
this year in its purchase of forage, 
flour and seed. On the other hand, 
groceries, provisiviis and household 
supplies have advanced about 20 
per cent above last year. Uncle 
Sam pays 12 cents for the best beef 
and 13 cents for lamb. Mutton and 
sausage can be had for ro cents. 

The federal purchasing agents 
are able to buy first-class leather 
for boots for $1.95 a pair and shoes 
for $1.28, while men’s linen four- 
ply collars are bought for 7 cents 
each. Women's shoes are listed at 
95 cents a'pair: . 

Getting back to’ the provisions, 
brown sugar costs 4 cents a pound, 
green tea 21 cents a pound, canned 
tomatoes 85 cents a dozen and vin- 
egar 15c a gallon. Broonis may be 
purchased as cheap as $2.98 a doz- 
en.—Robt. D. Heine iu Leslie's. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


The result of Tuesday’s election 
in San Francisco was an over- 
whelming defeat for the United 
railroads and an emphatic victory 
for municipal ownership. San Fran- 
cisco has set a shining example to 
the most progressive of American 
citizens, an example which will 
soon be emulated by all American 
cities. The revolt against the trol- 
ley trust of San Francisco has been 
watched by the followers of munic- 
pal ownership all over the United 
States, and the result will no doubt 
have a most beneficial effect on the 
future of the progressive city that 
lies at the natural gateway of the 
western continent, the great com- 
mercial mart of the Pacific. 

So determined were the people to 
rid themselves of the United rail- 
roads octopus, that the vote was 
almost four to one iv favor of the 
bonds, to be exact, 51,649 for the 
bonds and 13.720 against the bonds. 


THE “VANCQUVER SYSTEM,” 


Much bas been said during the 
last three years about the ‘‘Van- 
couver system’’ of taxation, which 
was merely an outgrowth of the 
home rule in taxation, that gives 
Western Canadian municipalities 
freedom to experiment and find a 
satisfactory system of raising the 
needed revenue. It is not a Van- 
couver system. There are urban 
and rural municipalities in British 
Columbia that adopted the system 
as much as fifteen and twenty years 
ago, and more; and not one that 
ever adopted it_has gone back to 
the old system, though any munic- 
ipality can change its system at the 
beginning of each year.

WHAT UNIONS CAN ACCOMPLISH | 


Sensible business men are abol- 
ishing the vid superstitions about 
trade unionists and aJowing the sun- 
shine of reason to ‘‘peepin.’’ For 
example, hundreds of merchants, 
manufacturers and captains of in- 
dustry when making across-conti- 
nent trips stop off and visit the 
‘Union Printers’ Mome at Colorado 
Springs. The home is a practical il- 
lustration of what trades unionism 
stands for, what the union does for 
its sick and superanuated members. 
Union printers have expended hur- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
building this great and worthy 
monument to labor. Sixty thou- 
sand union printers contribute to 
the maintenance of this home. The 
hospital building alone costs more 
than $250,0co. The grounds cover 
640 acres, a veritable Golden Gate 
park, with beautiful flowers, foliage 
and fountains. The farm iu con- 
nection supplies the institution 
with pure Jersey cream and milk, 
besides fruit, vegetables, etc. 

The union printers have an old 
age pension feature that provides 
for those who have attained the age 
of 60 and who are incapacitated. 
These members receive from $5 to 
$7 per week, which permits them 
to remain with the dear friends at 
home in their declining years. 

There is now in the pension fund 
upward of $600,000. Members of 
the typographical union pay dues 
on the percentage plan—on what 
they earn. The mortuary benefit 
is $500. 

When it is considered that the 
printers are not the highest salaried 
artisans, by any means, they must 
be commended for the work they 
have accomplished in building up 
one of the most worthy and benev- 
olent institutions. The immense 
reserve fund of two and one half 
millions is nearly all invested in 
gilt edge securities, from the muni- 
cipal bonds: of Montreal, Canada, 
to San Francisco, where $28,000 is 
invested in Geary street municipal 
bonds. This immense defense fund 
always has a ‘‘soothing effect’ when 
‘trouble’? is imminent. Iu fact, 
employer and eniploye harmonize 
and eo operate, working for the 
mutual welfare of all. 


Rheem Broadininded Man. 

Why should factories coming to 
Richmond worry? Col. W. S. 
Rheem, vice president and manager 
of the Standard Oil Company of 
California, is a humane employer 
No strike has ever occured in this 
great works at Richmond.
